Undoubtedly the Italian air force is be- 

ing reinforced and refitted across the Medi- 
terranean at the cost of big hazards but the 
history of its participation in the desert air 
war is one of growing failure. 
. One month after the British “blitz’’ open- 
ed the Rigia Aeronautica in Libya has lost 
probably 50 per cent. of its original total of 
front line ‘planes in combat with the R.A.F. 


[It has lost several advance bases 
and is suffering a severe shortage 
in supplies, particularly petrol, 
thanks to the British Navy. 

A total of 250 Italian aireraft, 
namely about half the original 
Jtalian strength in Libya, were 
certainly destroyed between De- 
cember 7 and January 7, for the 
Joss of less than 20 British ‘planes, 


Losses May Be Heavier 


It is considered highly probable 
that 123 were battered on the 
ground during R.A.F, raids, and 
the capture of 40 of these in un- 
serviceable condition at El Adem 
suggests that as the British cap- 
ture new airflelds it may be found 
that Italian air losses have been 
much heavier than is at present 
ikknown, 

Desert acrodromes are parti- 
cularly vulnerable, as it is al- 
most impossible to hide aircraft 
by dispersal. 


The strain on Marshal Graziani's 
air arm is shown by the fact that 
Italian air activity has dropped 
steadily after the British capture 
of, Sollum, rallying only for two 
days—January 4.and 5—in a fran- 
tic and fruitless effort to save 
Bardia.

GERMAN DAY-AND-NIGHT air attacks on 
Britain, have not affected the training of pilots. 
This I was told by the commanding officer of one of 
the largest flying training schools in the country, 
writes Ronald Walker, ‘News Chronicle” air corres- 
pondent. 

“War operations over a small country like Bri- 
tain have not cut down the output of pilots, as some 
people seem to imagine,” he said. ‘‘More and more 
pilots are being trained.” 

Yesterday I wrote about the training of ground 
personnel. Flying training is not more important, 
but it cannot help but be more exciting. This is 
the branch which supplies to the squadrons the 
pilots and other flying personnel, including naviga-

It is during this period that the 
young pilots are selected for fight- 
ers or bombers. A lad with dash, 
with split-second reactions, is 
more likely to be chosen as a 
figh‘er.

Fighter pilots go to their O.T.U. 
and are not concerned with other 
personnel, but the bomber pilot is 
just one member of the crew of 
a bomber. 

While he fS under training, ob- 
server-navigators, air gunners 
and radio operators are passed 
through their own particular 
schools. At the bomber Opera- 
tional Training’ Unit the crew 
members come together.

It is known, for instance, that a 
rifle factory gave him a wedding 
present of a very costly rifle, and 
that the Minister-President had 
his secretary write a letter to the 
effect that he already had fifty 
similar rifles, and would much 
prefer a farm in Mecklenburg of 
such and such a size and located 
at such and such a place.

A “Dutch” Nazi paper published 
an interview whieh one of its re- 
porlers had with the secretery of 
the Netherlands Union. 

One of the first questions usked 
at Unis  omterview concerned the 
standpoint the Union intended 
to take towards the Jews, The 
/Umon leader replied that religious 
matters did not onterest the party, 
which only distinguished between 
loval putriots and trastors, 


Former Minister 
Welcomed 


When the Nazi reporter asked 
which government was acknow- 
ledged by the Union, the reply 
came that the Netherlands gov- 
ernment in London was the only 
government acknowledged, and to 
his astonishment he was informed 
that the ministers who had fled 
from the country would re-occupy 
their positions after the war as a 
matter of course. 

“But what if Germany wine 
the wat?” “God forbid,” wao 
the reply, “there Is not a slngle 
Nethorlander who hopes that 
will happen, for the conse- 
quenoes would be too horrible 
to think of.” 

It is evident that a_ political 
party which has the courage to 
take such a stand, is not lacking 
in loyalty. 

The Germans, however, are 
flabbergasted and their press 
has etarted a bitter campaign 
against “those incorrigible 
Dutchmen.” 

To Hollanders the world over it 
will be clear that although the 
new party has been compelled to 
strike the words. “loyalty to the 
Queen and a desire for freedom 
and independence” from its mani- 
fest, these words are deeply en- 
graved in the hearts of its mem- 
bers, who moreover do not hesi- 
tate to demonstrate their feelings.

Up to a few yenrs ago the Royal 
Air Force supplied the trained 
personnel to serve in aircraft car- 
riers; then it was decided to sub- 
stitute Naval control and Naval 
personnel. Certain training faci- 
lities of the R.A.F. were offered to 
the Admiralty; and the country- 
side, which had grown familiar 
with the light blue of the R.A.F. 
soon accustomed itself to the dark 
blue of the Navy. 

To-day the Naval tratnee is ac- 
cepted as part of the established 
system. No present-day airman 
can remember the ttme when 
there were no Naval ratings on 
the station. They are trained to- 
gether on the same bench in the 
same workshops, taught together 
in the same school, and play 
games together on the sports 
grounds. 

Only in barracks 
parade ground is the distinction 
made between R.A.F. and RN. 
The barrack blocks are “divisions” 
to the Navy, the flights are

When Professor Grey Turner 
saw the man at a base hospital 
eighteen days after he had been 
hit, his only complaint was slight 
soreness, 


Radiography showéd that a 
service bullet, with its base an- 
chored probably near the tip of 
the left ventricle, was pulsing 
with the heart beat while its 
polnt was whirled about In the 
blood vortex in the heart cavity. 


Fearing the bullet might become 
dislodged and prove fatal, the Pro- 
fessor performed an operation 
thirty-nine days after the man wits 
wounded. It took an hour and 
three-quarters, but the bullet 
could not be reached. 

The patient stood the ordeal 
later. Another radiography show- 
ed the bullet to be in precisely the 
same position as before and mov- 
ing with the heart bea‘, but the 
whirling movement had ‘ceased. 


In November, 1917, the man re- 
ported himself well, and next year 
was transferred to the records of- 
‘fice of his regiment. After his 
discharge early in 1922 he had a 
slong rest before returning to a 
, civilian office post

ITALY’S EMPIRE AIR FORCE HAS SUF- | 


FERED AS DAMAGING A BLOW AS ITALY’S 
LAND ARMY, PARTLY BECAUSE IT HAS 
BEEN BRILLIANTLY OUT-MANOEUVRED BY 
THE R.A.F. AND PARTLY BECAUSE OF THE 
BRILLIANT STAFF WORK OF THE BRITISH 
NAVY, ARMY AND AIR FORCE. 


Undoubtedly the Italian air force is be- 
ing reinforced and refitted across the Medi- 
terranean at the cost of big hazards but the 
history of its participation in the desert air 
war is one of growing failure. 

One month after the British “blitz’’ open- 
ed the Rigia Aeronautica in Libya has lost 
probably 50 per cent. of its original total of 
front line ‘planes in combat with the R.A.F. 


It has lost several advance bases 
and is suffering a severe shortage 
in supplies, particularly petrol, 
thanks to the British Navy. 

A total of 250 Italian aircraft, 
namely ebout half the original 
Itahan stvength in Libya, were 
certainly destroyed between De- 
cember 7 and January 7, for the 
loss of less than 20 British ‘planes, 


Losses May Be Heavier 


It is considered highly probable 
that 123 were battered on the

Their job is their 
hobby and there is no sounder 
guarantee of a job well done. 


Physically, they offer striking 
contrast. You find them plump 
and lethargic, slim and athletic,

Goering comes from yzood and 
ancient Germen steck, of a family 
oniginally from Pomerania, Among 
his ancestors were schvol- teachers 
und oartisans: later generations 
produced mayors, merchunts and 
senators, Still later, under the 
Prussian kings, his forefathers 
served as government — officials: 
his great-grandfather, Michael 
Christian Goering, was made war 
councillor under Frederick the 
Great comething very near to 
being a minister. French blood 
entered the family when his 
grandfather married Caroline de 
Neree. His father was the first 
German commissar in the newly 
acquired colony of South-West 
Africa, in 1890 he went to Haiti 
as German consul-general. 

Hermann Goering, however, 
Was spared fate of birth in a 
foreign country, His mother re- 
turned to Germany in time to 
Bive Ife to him in Rosenheim, not 
far trom Munich. He was born 
on January 12, 1893, the fourth 
child in the family. 

Ten weeks later his, mother, 
Franziska Goering returned to 
Haitt, leaving her baby with a 
friend. ‘Two years later, however, 
the whole family returned frum 
Haiti, 

The Goerings were well olf. 

Thev kept open lteuse in Berlin, 
receiving diplomats and officers. 
The son's weakness for resplend- 
ent uniforms and decorations 
da‘es back to his childhood: John, 
the valet, had to bring sabres 
aud unitorm caps to his bedtide 
when a party night was on.

First Flight 

After a- period. of. observation, 
he passed his pilot’s exams in the 
autumn of 1985, and. within four 
weeks was able to fly to the front 
in the first machine of his own.

NAVY’S 
FASTEST 


As a result of war  develop- 
ments, motor torpedo-boats are 
now a separate branch of the Roy- 
al Navy, with headquarters and 
training~ establishment on lines 
very similar to the submarine 
service, writes a London naval 
correspondent. 

I have just completed a visit to 
the base in question, which is un- 
der the command of a captain. 
Though the torpedo boats are 
commanded by lieutenants or 
lieutenant-commanders, R.N., und 
carry R.N, stokers, a large propor- 
tion of the personnel is drawn 
from the R.N.V.R. 

Motor mechanics recruited from 
civil life have had to expand the 
experience they obtained ashore 
in workshops and garages to mas- 
ter the intricacies of high-power- 
ed engines.

Up to a few years ago the Royal 
Air Force supplied the trained 
personnel to serve in aircraft car-~ 
riers; then it was decided’ to sub- 
stitute Naval control and Naval 
personnel. Certain training faci- 
Mties of the R.A.F. were offered to 
the Admiralty; and the country- 
side, which had grown familiar 
with the light blue of the R.A.F. 
soon accustomed itself to the dark 
blue of the Navy. 

To-day the Naval tra:nee is ac- 
cepted as part of the established 
system. No present-day airman 
can remember the time when 
there were no Naval ratings on 
the station. They are trained to- 
gether on the same bench in the 
same workshops, taught together 
in the same school, and pley 
games together the sports 
grounds. 

Only tn barracks 
parade ground is the distinction 
made between R.A.F. and RN.

"PLAYS GOLF 
WITH BULLET 


IN HIS 


HEART 


FOR THE last twenty-three years a man has 
gone about his daily work and lived a normal life 
with a machine-gun bullet lodged in the wall of his 


heart. 


Ten years after he was wounded—it was in 1917 
that the bullet pierced his ihest — he married. He 
drove his car daily, made a garden, and was even: 
able to enjoy a mild game of golf. 


To-day he says he is just a little 
tired—“but as a result of the pre- 
sent war, not the last one.” 

The history of this remarkable 
case is told by Mr. G. Grey Tur- 
ner, Professor of Surgery at Lon- 
don University, in the Lancet.” 


When Professor Grey Turner 
saw the man at a base hospital 
eighteen days after he had been 
hit, his only complaint was slight 
soreness. 


Radiography showed that a 
service bullet, with its base an- 
chored probably near the tip of 
the left ventricle, was pulsing 
with the heart beat while its 
point was whirled about In the 
blood vortex In the heart cavity. 


Fearing the bullet might become 
dislodged and prove fatal, the Pro- 
fessor performed an_ operation 
thirty-nine days after the man wus 
wounded, It took an hour®and 
three-quarters, but the bullet 
could not be reached. 


The patient stood the ordeal 
well and left hospital nine weeks 
Another radiography show- 
ed the bullet to be in precisely the 
same position as before and mov- 
ing with the heart beat, but the 
whirling movement had ceased, 


In November, 1917, the man re- 
ported himself well, and next year 
was transferred to the records of- 
fice of his regiment, After his 
discharge early in 1922 he had a 
long rest before returning to a 
civilian effice post, 


He was able to do all ordinary 
things in moderation. 

At times, adds Professor Gicy 
Turner, he was perhaps a little 
too careful, and in consequence

THE R.A.F. AND PARTLY BECAUSE OF THE

NAVY, ARMY AND AIR FORCE. 

Undoubtedly the Italian air force is be- 
ing reinforced and refitted across the Medi- 
terranean at the cost of big hazards but the 
history of its participation in the desert air 
war is one of growing failure. 

One month after the British ‘blitz’’ open- 
ed the Rigia Aeronautica in Libya has lost 
probably 50 per cent. of its original total of 
front line ‘planes in combat with the R.A.F. | 


It has lost several advance bases 
and is suffering a severe shortage 
in supplies, particularly petrol, 
thanks to the British Navy. 

A total of 250 Italian aircraft, 
namely about half the original 
Italian strength in Libya, were 
certainly destroyed between De- 
cember 7 and January 7, for the 
loss of less than 20 British ‘planes.

The pupil of to-day has to 
work much harder than his pre- 
war comrade. 

Not only has the 
training been changed, but — the 
time allowed has been reduced, 
the same high standards of pro- 
ficiency are maintained. 

Under the pre-war system the 
pupil learned to fiy at a civilian 
training school, guining at least 
50 hours’ flying experience before 
putting on uniform. 

Young men to-day can choose 
fiying duties, but they have first to 
pass a preliminary medical — test. 
The Aviation Candidates’ Selec- 
tion Board leoks them over and 
ter's their knowledge of nsathema- 
ties and trigenomebry. Then the 
ductors have a second session. 

“Ginger” Course 

If the candidate passes through 
this searching test he is passed on 
to a Receiving Wing to be put 
into uniform and taught how to 
behave in it. All pilots and 
flying personnel have to begin in 
the ranks to-day. 

Wow an airman, the pupil goes 
w an Initial Training Wing, where 
he is given an intensive ginger- 
ing-up course, and elementary in- 
struction in mathematics, naviga- 
tion, armament and signals. 

Flying instruction begins at 
the Elementary Flying. Training:

V. P. Dekanozoff as Soviet 
Ambassador to Berlin. He 
is one of Russia’s out- 
standing figures in the 
field of foreign relations..:

Third Reich. More active 
relations may well follow. 
‘The movements of the Red 
Army in the Ukraine and 
of the Black Sea Fleet: 
suggest that as the Nazis 
push into the Balkans 
and toward the Near East, 
German - Russian rela- 
tions are certain to be- 
come more active — even 
agitated.

His most important character~ 
istic, and one which wins all 
hearts, is his sense of humour.

He was born 
on January 12, 1893, the fourth 
child in the family. 

Ten weeks later his 
Franziska Goering returned to 
Haiti, leaving her baby with a

On July 7, 1918, First Lieuten- 
wnt Goering was appointed com- 
mander -of the Richthofen pur- 
suit squadron, shortly after Rich- 
thofen's death. He continued in 
command of the squadron until 
the revolution. When it disband- 
ed in Aschaffenburg after the 
Armistice, Goering prophesied 
that some day there would be a 
new Richthofen squadron. He has 
mde that prophecy come true.

Married Baroness 


There followed the typical ad- 
ventures of a discharged officer in 
the post-war period, For a time 
Geering was a night taxicab 
driver, Then, in the spring of 
1922, he married a Swedish 
baroness, Karin von Fock. The 
young couple lived rather poorly 
in a little hunting ioage near 
Munich. On October 12, 1922, 
Goering first heard Hitler spealc 
at a political gathering in Munich. 
His enthusiasm was kindled, and 
by the next day the two men nad 
become friends. Hitler commis- 
sioned him to organise the Storm 
Troops, and thus he became the 
first leader of the S.A. 

Marching at Hitler’s penne in ne 
ill-fated coup of November 
1923, the so-called Beer Hail 
putsch, he was struck by a ma- 
chine-gun bullet. Government} 
police arrested him in a hospital, 
but a few hours later some of his 
S.A. men rescued him. They car- 
ried the wounded man to a motor 
car and got him away to nearby 
Austria. ; 

The ensuing stations of his life 
include Venice, Rome, Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Danzig ami 
Sweden. A political fugitive whose 
‘arrest had been ord in Ger 
many, Goering suffered’ that fate 
of the exiled which he. later pre- 
‘pared for so many’ others. His 
wife’s jewels and: finally every 
object of value went to the pawn 
shop. - Eventually their last’ be- 
‘longings were auctioned off, and 
‘the Goerings lived for a long: time 
on smal! loans from their friends.

His further .career is so wel) 
known that fs i€ Mot necessary to 
describe it in detaih To-day he 
still remains the sttong arm-of 
the Fuehrer. 

But it is difficult to explain how, 
in a few years, he could have 
acquired by honest means art 
collections worth a fortune—on ao 
salary which, according to Nazb 
principles, could not exceed 60,000 
marks annually. The riddle per-

If ever a min- 
ister of the corrupt era had been 
showered with presents as costly 
as those Goering received on the 
occasion of his marriage in 1934 
to the actress Emmy Sonnemann, 
the entire world would have 
shouted “corruption.” If high 
State officials with modest salaries 
had ever acquired one-tenth of 
the palatial residences, country 
estates, and castles that the heads 
of the Third Reich now possess, 
they could not have lasted a week. 
Though free Press and free public 
opinion no longer exist in Ger- 
many, it is generally known among 
the people that Goering has ac- 
cepted numberless presents worth 
millions. 


It is known, for instance, that a 
rifle factory gave him a wedding 
present of a very costly rifle, and 
that the Minister-President had 
his secretary write a letter to the 
effect that he already had fifty 
similar rifles, and would much 
prefer a farm in Mecklenburg of 
such and such a size and located 
at such and such a place. The 
rifle had a valtie of perbaps 1,000 
marks, the farm possibly 60,00?

It is known, moreover, that 
when an art dealer made him an 
offer in pictures, Goering replied

PLAYS. GOLF. . 
WITH BULLET 


IN HIS 


HEART 


FOR THE last twenty-three years a man has 
gone about his daily work and lived a normal life 
with a machine-gun bullet lodged in the wall of his 


heart. - 


To-day he says he is just a little 
tired—‘“‘but as a result of the pre- 
sent war, not the last one.” 

The history of this remarkable 
case is told by Mr. G. Grey Tur- 
ner, Professor of Surgery at Lon- 
‘don University, in the Lancet.” 


When Professor Grey Turner 
saw the man at a base hospital 
eighteen days after he had been 
hit, his only complaint was slight 
soreness. 


Radiography showed that a 
service butlet, with its base an- 
chored probably near the tip of 
the left ventricle, was pulsing 
with the heart beat while ite 


blood vortex in the heart cavity. 


Fearing the bullet might become 
dislodged and prove fatal, the Pro- 
fessor performed an operation 
thirty-nine days after the man was 
wounded, It took an hour and 
three-quarters, but the bullet 
could not be reached. 


The patient stood the ordeal 
well and left hospital nine weeks 
later. Another radiography show- 
ed the bullet to be in precisely the 
same position as before and miov~- 
ing with the heart beat, but the 
whirling movement had ceased. 


In November, 1917, the man re- 
ported himself well, and next year 
was transferred to the records of- 
flee of his regiment. Afer his 
| discharge early in 1922 he had a 
long rest before returning to oa 
civili#n office post.
